The amendment of 10/18/01 fails to follow Rule 1.121. For example, the marked up 
version of claim 20 fails to show underlining of all that was added in lines 1-2. 

Independent claim 19 has not been amended to recite anything about the activity of the 
protein being increased. 

In claims 1, 16, 18 and 20 "the intended medical use" would lack antecedent basis. There 
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is no such recitation in the original disclosure, with respect to the nature of the increased activity; 
thus a question of new matter would be raised by entry of the amendment. 

Twice amended claim 6 and claim 22 would be substantial duplicates. 
With respect to recitations of "at least one" in claims 16, 18 and 20 and "pluraUt/' in 
claim 19, appUcant's exhibit is unconvincing. The presence of multiple serines and/or threonines 
in a sequence is a necessary but not sufficient condition for glycosylation. Since apphcant's 
original disclosure recited addition of a sugar chain in the singular, applicant is reciting new 
matter in these claims. 

The examiner suggests that "can be" be changed to —is — in claims 16 and 18-19, as has 
been proposed for claim 20.
